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NOTES OF NOTABLES. 


JA M E S G. W H IT E , who in known 
throughout h largo part of tho world for 
his engineering works, was horn in Mil­ 
roy. I*a,, August 251, 1861. H e began to 
work at engineering projects when a lad 
of 17 and while still a student at the 
Pennsylvania State college. After grad­ 
uation he engag'd himself In the Cam* 
brin Iron works, studio! and practiced 
mining engineering, became a professor 
at Cornell and later at the University of 
Nebraska, and at 20 years of age or­ 
ganized the Western Engineering com­ 
pany and built numerous electrical rail­ 
roads and plants throughout the west.
